If our recollec- 
tion serves us aright, there have been con 
slant complaints of, and constant tinkering 
of tho ventilating apparatus of the houses 
of Parliament.'and tho C'npitol at Washing 
ton has been tho subject of continual ex 
porimeats, Tho public school rooms o 
Now York nro said to bo wholly abominable 
aud unhealthy fn consequence of tlic bnrl 


air; 
and tho new Court House, -which hns 


cost twice as much monoy ns it took to con- 
struct tho Erie Canal, is almost uninhabita- 
ble- from tho foulness of tho air when there 
is any uuusnai crowd. And yet it coats five 
thousand dollars a month, winter and sum- 
mer, to ventilate it—rather, not to ventilate 
it. In our private houses wo can inniingo 
pretty well; it is mainly a question of cave 
aud cost of fuel, but in our school rooms 
there should be something more audbettei 
iu this direction than thoro is. Who knows 
what to do, nnd how to do it? Who is in- 
terested enough in tho Iicnlth of tho child- 
ren to make suggestion? What is the state 
of tbo atmosphere in our own schools during 
school hours? Is uot this as important r 
subject for consideration as tho pattern of 
tho last bonnet?

A swelling oc- 
curs under tho jnws and nbout the throat, 
which either presses upon, or so much affects 
the upper respiratory organs that the 
ani- 


mal seems to bo almost iu danger of suffoca 
tion. Bleeding and purging should be first 
effected, to which should b« added punct- 
ures of, or setons in, the glands wherever 
there is the least suspicion of the formation 
of pits; and in serious cases counter-irritants 
may be had recourse to.
